FIVE MILLION ordinary bi­ 
cycles and half a million Brom- 
fietsen jostle each other on roads 
in a country the size of the state 
of Maryland. In 1954 there was 
an accident every hour and three 
or four fatalities in every 24 
hours. In 100.000 accidents in 
1954, damag e was estimated at 
32 million dollars, there were 
1.500 fatalities and 18 ,000 peo­ 
ple were hurt.

THE PATTERN OF ACTIVITY 
The Fund for the Republic was established 
by the Ford Foundation and was given $15,000,- 
000 which Paul Hoffman, Robert Hutchins and 
W. H. Ferry, together with a front of trustees, 
were to spend for general purposes. The Ford 
Trustees* stated: 
* 
“The Foundation will support activities direct­ 
ed toward the elimination of restrictions on free­ 
dom of thought, inquiry, and expression in the 
United States, and the development of policies 
and procedures best adapted to protect these 
rights in the face of persistent international ten­ 
sion.” 
_ . , 
Nobody can object to any group fighting for 
civil liberties of various kinds and a great many 
organizations exist for such purposes in the Unit­ 
ed States, as, for instance, the American Civil 
Liberties Union, the Anti-Defamation League, the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, etc., etc. These organizations 
have been long in existence and, preferred or op­ 
posed, they are well-known and understood. 
The difference between these bodies and The 
Fund for the Republic, which the Ford Founda­ 
tion established, is that whereas all the others 
are voluntary organizations of citizens who be­ 
lieve in a cause and set themselves up to fight for 
it and are subject to the criticism of their mem­ 
bers and the withholding of support, The Fund 
for the Republic, on the other hand, consists of 
trustees and a hired office staff who are subject 
to no control, have no members, and have an 
enormous treasury which is income-tax free. 
The actual manager of this operation is a 
former newspaper man, W. H. Ferry, familiarly 
known as “Ping” Ferry. “Ping” Ferry is reputed 
to be fanatically enthusiastic about whatever he 
does and has turned The Fund for the Republic 
into a kind of actions committee whose" rattern 
may best be discerned by the following list of 
books, articles and other material which it has 
distributed widely with the object of influencing 
public opinion:

A NEW DRUG FOR THE MENTALLY ILL 
We are experiencing great days in the advance 
of medical knowledge with new armamentarium, 
which is the word usell to express all that assists 
him in the practice of his profession. Frequently 
new drugs such as cortisone, originally intended 
to help arthritis, are found to be of tremendous 
value in entirely different forms of disease. 
An outstanding instance of the new chemical 
therapy is the use of reserpine, originally used in 
the treatment of high blood pressure, in the treat­ 
ment of the mentally ill. This drug has been 
found especially helpful in the treatment of schiz­ 
ophrenia which makes up a high proportion of the 
population of government mental institutions. 
Schizophrenia often begins with unpredictable be­ 
havior and goes on to a complete withdrawal from 
reality and the patient lives in a dream world of 
phantasies and beliefs of persecution. 
In a report' in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association on the use of ’’Reserpine 
(Serpasil) in the Management of the Mentally 
111,” 247 patients, the majority of whom were 
schizophrenic, were so treated for periods ranging 
up to 12 months. The dosage used varied in dif­ 
ferent individuals, according to the response they 
made to the drug and it was found that side- 
effects were very few. It was given both by in­ 
jection and by mouth. 
Other results were that “reserpine reduces 
considerably 
the 
need 
for 
electroconvulsive 
(shock) treatment, restraint, seclusion, sedation 
(quieting drugs) and other such forms of treat­ 
ment. It enables psychiatrists, of whom there is 
a great shortage in all countries, to treat larger 
numbei's of patients because reserpine can be ad­ 
ministered by nurses and requires less time and 
energy than other methods. More important, a 
larger number of patients will be able to take 
advantage of psychotherapy which is the treat­ 
ment of disease by suggestion. Because reserpine 
made patients more alert and aware of their own 
condition, it w’as possible to decrease the number 
and length of psychotherapeutic interviews in an 
important number of cases.” 
Another important result was that the time 
and care formerly spent by the nursing personnel 
in carefully guarding these patients could now be 
spent on "helping them rehabilitate themselves. 
Further, **The use of reserpine should result in 
annual savings to taxpayers by decreasing admis­ 
sions to mental institutions and making possible 
many leaves of absence and discharges. Many 
chronically mental ill patients who were re­ 
garded as having a hopeless outlook have gone, 
and others will continue to go, on indefinite leaves 
of absence from the hospital.”

Where the Do-It-Yourself Croze Began 
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Wa shing to n

Washington— (NEA) —Ameri­ 
can labor prospects for the year 
ahead are now regarded as fav­ 
oring increased stability. 
The basic "steel contract and 
northern coal industry contracts 
were 
renegotiated 
without 
a 
strike. 
Ford and General Motors con­ 
tracts were negotiated with only 
limited work stoppages. 
CIO Electrical Workers asked 
General Electric for a guaran­ 
teed annual wage. They settled 
instead for a five-year contract 
with 32 “better living” fringe 
benefits plus a 3 per cent annual 
wage increase. But the “GAW” 
question may be opened later. 
With these pattern-setting con­ 
tracts renegotiated peacefully, 
the tfig job for the’remainder of 
the year is to extend their pro­ 
visions to other companies. Most 
of these contracts are for two 
years or more. The number of 
contracts expiring in 1956 will 
therefore be much lower than 
this year. This makes for greater 
stability in labor relations. 
THESE BIG-INDUSTRY con­ 
tracts always make the most 
news. But in their quieter, local 
contract negotiations, American 
Federation of Labor s new con­ 
tracts have been setting some 
different patterns. 
The biggest change, according 
to AFL’s research department, is 
the trend towards a shorter work 
week. One worker in six is now 
on a standard work week of less 
than 40 hours. Development of 
the 35 to 37^-hour work week 
has not been limited to any one 
area. It is more common in non­ 
manufacturing than in manu­ 
facturing industries. 
Over the long haul, AFL of­ 
ficials expect the shorter work 


week to be the answer to the re­ 
placement of men by machines in 
technological advances, or auto­ 
mation. 
AFL TRUCKERS HAVE WON 
wage increases and hours reduc­ 
tion in a number of regional and 
state-wide contracts. In the New 
England contract, truckers out­ 
side the 
Boston 
metropolitan 
area were given the Boston scale. 
This trend towards area bar­ 
gaining, in place of the local con­ 
tracts which AFL craft unions 
h a v e traditionally negotiated, 
may be something to watch. 
In the AFL building trades, 
Department of Labor reports 
wages increased by an average 
of 3.3 per cent, equal to nine 
cents an hour, during the year 
ending July 1. This puts the 
building trade’s average range 
from $2.04 an hour for common 
labor to $3.47 for bricklayers, 
with aftop*« < $3.8 5. 
Railway 
operating 
brother­ 
hoods claim their most signifi­ 
cant gain of the year was in 
initial agreements for pay dif­ 
ferentials based on the number 
of cars in freight trains. For 
fewer than 8 1 cars, the pay in­ 
crease is 20 cents a day. For 165 
cars, $1.30. 
Nonoperating 
brotherhoods’ 
principal victory in the L. & N. 
strike was a provision which r» » 
quires the road to pay all

This marks the start of a drive 
to end the present system of 
having employer and employe 
share the cost of these benefits. 
FRINGE BENEFITS LIKE 
P E N S I O N S , paid vacations, 
^health and welfare benefits have 
been increasing steadily. The 
trend is toward further in­ 
creases, varying from company 
to company with no fixed pat­ 
tern.

Washington, Aug. 30—Former is now when 
President Harry Truman not

It is the Truman record which 
the Democrats are still boasting 
about as having been so much 
better than the Eisenhower rec­ 
ord, and it is a return to Tru- 
manism which the country may 
expect if it elects a Democrat 
to the White House. For, just 
as in the 1952 campaign Adlai 
Stevenson didn’t dare to repudi­ 
ate Trumanism, so in 1956 the 
Democratic nominee will like­ 
wise have to campaign in de­ 
fense of the same doctrines or 
else risk the loss of the fbrmer 
President’s “give ’em hell” tech­ 
nique in the campaign.

ONCE BEFORE in history a 
Democratic President — Grover 
Cleveland—after a lapse of four 
years was elected again. The 
Congress specifically exempted 
Harry Truman from the Consti­ 
tutional ban against any serv­ 
ice in the Presidency beyond two 
terms. Some will argue that Mr. 
Truman's age, seventy-one, is a 
deterring factor but his con­ 
temporary, Sen Barkley of Ken­ 
tucky, is still in public life at 
seventy-seven. 
Mention of Mr. Barkley recalls 
a point that maybe Mr. Truman 
‘would like to forget. For it was 
big unionism which blacklisted 
the Kentuckian when it came to 
selecting a Presidential nominee 
in 1952. Mr. Truman now says 
that the .Republican Adminis­ 
tration is a captive of big busi­ 
ness, but the country will re­ 
member that big unionism dom­ 
inated the Truman administra­ 
tion. Nothing that Mr. Truman 
can suggest by way of alleged 
harm done by the present Ad­ 
ministration in protecting the 
free-enterprise system from sab­ 
otage can possibly compare with 
the injury to Constitutional prac­ 
tice recorded when Mr. Truman 
violated the Constitution in seiz­ 
ing the steel industry. This was 
done because, as the late Phil 
Murray intimated in one of his 
speeches prior to the seizure. 
Mr. Truman had pledged himself 
in a private deal not to use the 
Taft-Hartley act. 
NO PRESIDENT of the United 
States in all history ever seized 
an entire industry and, when 
Mr. Truman did so, he was 
promptly rebuked by the Su­

Court of the United 
States. 
Curiously enough, none of the 
“Left wingers,” with their stooge

there has never been a ques­ 
tion since.” 
“For the purpose of this rec­ 
ord.” Frey continued, “among 
those I named was Jay Love­ 
stone, who at one time had been 
secretary of 
the 
Communist 
party in the U. S., but had 
broken with Moscow and set up 
the ‘Lovestonite’ branch of com­ 
munism in the United States. 
For a while we had three com­ 
munist 
parties, 
the 
so-called 
Stalinists, Trotskyites and the 
Lovestonites. 
Trotsky 
wanted 
to bring back the pure Marxian 
concept as announced and ana­ 
lyzed by Lenin. He paid for his 
temerity by being murdered in 
Mexico. 
As far as I was able 
to ascertain, the reason for Love- 
stone’s break with Moscow was 
that he resented interference by 
the Kremlin with some of the 
activities of the party ih the 
states. 
“The individual who, in my 
opinion, has the most complete 
private Communist file in the 
states asked me some three years 
ago (1951) why the AF of L was 
doing nothing to block, Love- 
stone’s efforts to select some of 
those who were being placed in 
the position of labor attaches in 
our embassies.

In his budget message to congress early 
this year, President Eisenhower declared 
that “further tax reduction remains a firm 
goal of this administration, and our policy 
is directed to achieving both the savings 
in expenditures and the economic growth 
that will make such reductions possible.” 
It now appears that this “firm goal” will 
be realized in 1956. Cynics attribute this 
entirely to political pressures in an election 
year. It is true that Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats in Congress probably will vie with 
one another to get credit for tax cuts. But 
other factors besides politics indicate that 
a reduction is in the offing. 
Both individual and business incomes 
have grown much more rapidly than was 
expected at the first of the year. The gov­ 
ernment has, therefore, more revenue than 
before. Pressure for increased military ex­ 
penditures has been reduced by the im­ 
proved international outlook. 
There is not much doubt that tax reduc­ 
tions will be sought by both parties. Before 
the cuts are made, however, there will be 
a lot of congressional tugging and hauling 
over which groups shall receive the most 
benefits. One school of thought advocates 
a general percentage cut all down the line. 
Others want the biggest cuts to go to tax­ 
payers in the lower income brackets. 
Whatever the outcome of that debate, 
the prospects now appear good for sizeable 
tax reductions next year. 


AMERICA SETTLES DOWN 
The social statisticians who are busy 
charting the significant changes in Ameri­ 
can life in the years since World War II 
must certainty be frantic. For the pace is 
swift. 
One of the most striking figures, just 
turned up in a survey the Federal Reserve 
Board made with the help of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, reveals that home own­ 
ership in the United States has increased 
by one third since 1948. 
Since that date, the total of home-owning 
families has climbed from 18 
million to 
some 25 million. In this period, of course, 
the number of U. S. families has been ris­ 
ing steadily, but the jump in home-owning 
Is greater. With some 48 million families in 
the nation, for the first time more than 
half of them own their places.

THE PATTERN OF ACTIVITY 
The Fund for the Republic was established 
by the Ford Foundation and was given $15,000.- 
000 which Paul Hoffman, Robert Hutchins and 
W. H. Ferry’, together with a front of trustees, 
were to spend for general purposes. The Ford 
Trustees* stated : 
• 
‘The Foundation will support activities direct­ 
ed toward the elimination of restrictions on free­ 
dom of thought, inquiry-, and expression in the 
United States, and the development of policies 
and procedures best adapted to protect these 
rights in the face of persistent international ten­ 
sion.” 
Nobody can object to any group fighting for 
civil liberties of various kinds and a great many 
organizations exist for such purposes in the Unit­ 
ed States, as, for instance, the American Civil 
Liberties Union, the Anti-Defamation League, the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, etc., etc. These organizations 
have been long in existence and, preferred or op­ 
posed, they are well-known and understood. 
The difference between these bodies and The 
Fund for the Republic, which the Ford Founda­ 
tion established, is that whereas all the others 
are voluntary organizations of citizens w’ho be­ 
lieve in a cause and set themselves up to fight for 
it and are subject to the criticism of their mem­ 
bers and the withholding of support, The Fund 
for the Republic, on the other hand, consists of 
trustees and a hired office staff who are subject 
to no control, have no members, and have an 
enormous treasury which is income-tax free. 
The actual m anager of this operation is a 
former newspaper man, W. H. Ferry*, familiarly 
known as “Ping” Ferry. “Ping” Ferry’ is reputed 
to be fanatically enthusiastic about whatever he 
does and has turned The Fund for the Republic 
into a kind of actions committee w'hose pattern 
may best be discerned by the following list of 
books, articles and other m aterial which it has 
distributed widely with the object of influencing 
public opinion:

That Body of Yours

A NEW DRUG FOR THE MENTALLY ILL 
We are experiencing great days in the advance 
of medical knowledge with new arm am entarium , 
which is the word usetl to express all that assists 
him in the practice of his profession. Frequently 
new drugs such as cortisone, originally intended 
to help arthritis, are found to be of tremendous 
value in entirely different forms of disease. 
An outstanding instance of the new chemical 
therapy is the use of reserpine, originally used in 
the treatm ent of high blood pressure, in the trea t­ 
ment of the mentally ill. This drug has been 
found especially helpful in the treatm ent of schiz­ 
ophrenia which makes up a high proportion of the 
population of government mental institutions. 
Schizophrenia often begins with unpredictable be­ 
havior and goes on to a complete withdrawal from 
reality and the patient lives in a dream w*orld of 
phantasies and beliefs of persecution. 
In a report^ in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association on the use of ’’Reserpine 
(Serpasil) in the Management of the Mentally 
111,” 247 patients, the m ajority of w’hom w’ere 
schizophrenic, w*ere so treated for periods ranging 
up to 12 months. The dosage used varied in dif­ 
ferent individuals, according to the response they 
made to the drug and it was found that side- 
efleets were very few. It was given both by in­ 
jection and by mouth. 
O ther results were that "reserpine reduces 
considerably 
the 
need 
for 
electroconvulsive 
(shock) treatm ent, restraint, seclusion, sedation 
(quieting drugs) and other such forms of tre a t­ 
ment. It enables psychiatrists, of whom there is 
a great shortage in all countries, to treat larger 
number's of patients because reserpine can be ad­ 
ministered by nurses and requires less time and 
energy than other methods. More im portant, a 
larger number of patients will be able to take 
advantage of psychotherapy which is the tre a t­ 
ment of disease by suggestion. Because reserpine 
made patients more alert and aware of their own 
condition, it was possible to decrease the number 
and length of psychotherapeutic interviews in an 
im portant num ber of cases.” 
Another im portant result was that the time 
and care formerly spent by the nursing personnel 
in carefully guarding these patients could now be 
spent on helping them rehabilitate themselves. 
Further. ‘TTie use of reserpine should result in 
annual savings to taxpayers by decreasing admis­ 
sions to m ental institutions and making possible 
many leaves of absence and discharges. Many 
chronically mental ill patients who were re­ 
garded as having a hopeless outlook have gone, 
and others will continue to go, on indefinite leaves 
of absence from the hospital.”

New York UP)—What is a war 
hero like 10 years after he leav es 
his last battleground? 
Ten years ago Audie Murphy, 
still too young to v ote or grow a 
mustache, came home as Amer­ 
ica’s most decorated boldier of 
the second w'orld war. His 24 
decorations included the medal 
of honor and a purple heart for 
each of his three battle wounds. 
THE FANFARE of a nation’s 
acclaim first bewildered the 20 
year-old kid from Texas, then 
made him a bit resentful. 
“All 1 wanted was some peace, 
and 
time 
to 
think 
things 
through,’’ he recalled. 
Audie, one of nine children of 
a tenant farmer, wanted to for­ 
get the war that ev eryone he 
met seemed to want to remem 
ber. He first thought he’d like 
to go to West Point, but decided 
against it. He felt he wouldn’t 
make a good peacetime soldier. 
Then he thought of going to col­ 
lege and studying to become a 
v eterinarian. But there w’as a 
stumbling block — he had only 
an 8 th grade education. Then a 
mov ie offer came 
along, and he 
felt he had to take it. 
“ I HAD THE responsibility of 
helping two younger sisters and 
brother 
who were 
in 
an 
orphanage while I was away at 
war,’’ he said. 
In Hollywood Audie went up 
like a rocket—and came down 
almost as fast. His contract was 
dropped. 
He made a marriage 
that lasted only a year. 
He 
►ed into a semi-obscurity, 
ut in the years since then 
Audie has shown the stubborn 
fighting q ualities that made him 
outstanding in combat. He is no 
flash hero. 
He has now’ appeared in 15 
pictures. His latest, Univ ersal’s 
To Hell and Back’’—based on 
his own fabulous career—has 
brought him to the top again 
He has remarried happily, and 
has two children. 
His future 
looks secure. 
“ I STILL wish I could hav e 
gone back to school," he said a 
little 
wistfully, 
“but 
it 
has 
worked out better this way—at 
least financially. 
“I av erage about $2,000 a week 
now and hav e 
a six-year* con 
tract. In another fiv e years I 
should be independent. By that 
I don’t mean I’ll be 
a million­ 
aire. But I’ll be able to hav e a 
ranch or a farm and enough put 
by to send my children to col­ 
lege." 
Audie, part of whose right hip 
was shot away, draws $9 3 a 
month pay as the result of 
a 50 
per cent disability rating. 
For 
three years, until he joined the 
Texas National Guard as a cap- 
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tain, he refused the money. Now 
he feels it is fair to take it. 
Murphy still holds a steadfast 
lov e for the army and says the 
war didn’t disillusion him. 
“ WAR IS LIKE a giant pack 
rat,” he remarked. 
“It takes 
something 
from 
you,

leav es something behind in its 
stead." 
“It burned me out in some 
way*, so that now I feel like an 
old man but still sometimes act 
like a .dumb kid. 
It made me 
grow up too fast. 
“You liv e so much on nerv ous

"That’s what war took from 
me—the excitement of liv ing, 
getting a thrill out of the little 
things in life. That’s too- had, for 
it’s a great asset to get a kick 
out of little things. I still get 
more kick out of seeing other 
people hav e fun than looking for 
it myself. 
“ I DON'T GET excited. 
The 
biggest thrill I hav e now is com­ 
ing home and wrestling with my 
kids—the little dev ils. But usual­ 
ly I go to bed before they do.” 
Audie, who weighed only 117 
pounds when he enlisted, has 
grown three inches taller and 
gained nearly 40 pounds since 
then. He feels this is what he 
gained from war: 
“It taught me how to get 
along with people, not to De 
selfish. 
War is a pretty good 
course in public relations. 
“ THE FIRST TIME you see a 


man topple ov er in combat you 
learn that the war isn’t just 
yours—that you hav e a respon 
sibility to the guy on your left 
and the guy on your right.

When bo th sides bid up to a 
high level, it usually p ays to 
bid o ne mo re o f yo ur o wn co n­ 
tract rather than do uble the o p ­ 
p o nents. Yo u have a chance to 
make yo ur co ntract o r to take a 
very small lo ss, and the tro uble 
with do ubling the o p p o nents is 
that so me unexp ected distribu­ 
tio n o r a slight defensive erro r 
may let yo u in fo r a very big 
lo ss. 
After yo u have bid o ne mo re 
instead o f do ubling, what do yo u 
do if the o p p o nents likewise bid 
o ne mo re? Yo u can’t go o n fo r­ 
ever, fo r then yo u will surely 
get beyo nd yo ur dep th. 
This was the p ro blem that co n­ 
fro nted So uth in to day’s hand. He 
go t up to fo ur sp ades witho ut 
any tro uble. East then bid five 
diamo nds, and So uth wanted to 
bid five sp ades. What sto p p ed 
him was the fear that an o p ­ 
p o nent wo uld then bid up to six 
diamo nds, thus giving him the 
same p ro blem all o ver again. 
So uth fo und a way to so lve 
his p ro blem, largely because he 
had co mp lete faith in his exp ert 
p artner. It was clear that the 
hand “belo nged” to No rth and 
So uth, largely because East had 
started with a shuto ut bid, sho w­ 
ing a weak hand with great 
length in his o wn suit. Hence 
So uth co uld affo rd to p ass, kno w­ 
ing that No rth wo uld either bid 
o r do uble o n the assump tio n that 
So uth’s p ass was fo rcing. 
So uth’s faith was justified. 
No rth knew that he co uldn’t p ass 
five diamo nds. Since he had fair­ 
ly balanced distributio n. No rth 
do ubled. 
This was just what So uth had 
exp ected. He co uld no w bid five 
sp ades, which he had p anted to 
bid all the time, witho ut wo rry­ 
ing to o much abo ut a further bid 
by the enemy. Since they had 
been do ubled at five diamo nds 
they were no t likely to venture 
o n to six. Mo reo ver, the bidding 
tended to indicate that So uth 
was uncertain o f making five 
sp ades, and the o p p o nents wo uld 
therefo re be inclined to let So uth 
p lay at a risky co ntract rather 
than let themselves in fo r a sure 
lo ss by bidding again.

The snappy and highly elastic 
jazz group which performs under 
the direction of Clem Novel, ac­ 
cordionist and Bill Moore, trum ­ 
peter. boasts a shifting person­ 
nel of Woodstock luminaries in 
other fields. 
The reference of the Wood- 
stock Chambers O rchestra de­ 
rives from the fact that two of 
the members belonged to the 
original Woodstock Society of 
Chambers organized some years 
ago as a spoof on the long-stand­ 
ing local enthusiasm for cham ­ 
ber music. 
The present gfl&up 
carries on the tradition of no 
one 
knowing 
exactly 
w hat’s 
going to happen next. 
So familiar are the members 
of the present combo to Wood- 
stock 
audiences 
that 
when a 
picture of Bill Moore or Clem 
N cj-scI apjxetrs, one can almost 
hear the dulcet notes ©f the 
trum pet and the rich harmonics 
of the accordion. Not so with the 
original group. In the archives 
today are a rare collection of 
photos, many of them taken by 
Adrian Siegel, cellist of the Phil­ 
adelphia Orchestra, and then a 
member of the Woodstock So­ 
ciety. Adrian is famed for the 
photos he’s taken of the mem­ 
bers of the Philly O rchestra in 
action, which have appeared in 
publications 
throughout 
t h e 
country’- One strikingly fine por­ 
trait which he took of a member 
of the original Woodstock So­ 
ciety, who now plays with the 
present group, looks as though 
it might have been taken for the 
music section of a New York 
Sunday paper. The face shows 
the fine drawn sensitivity of the 
true musician. He is holding the 
neck of the cello with strong yet 
delicate fingers and his eyes re­ 
flect the glories of Bach, Bee­ 
thoven and Brahms. Only a mu­ 
sician might detect a flaw’ in the 
photo—a couple of strings on the 
cello are missing. 
Since one of the requisites to 
membership in the Woodstock 
Society of Chambers was that 
no member could read a note, 
Adrian made the serious mis­ 
take. they recall, of bringing the 
, parts j>f a composition to the 
meeting for them to play.

When both sides bid up to a 
high level, it usually pays to 
bid one more of your own con­ 
tract rather than double the op­ 
ponents. You have a chance to 
make your contract or to take a 
very small loss, and the trouble 
with doubling the opponents is 
that some unexpected distribu­ 
tion or a slight defensive error 
may let you in for a very big 
loss. 
A fter you have bid one more 
instead of doubling, w hat do you 
do if the opponents likewise bid 
one more? You can’t go on for­ 
ever, for then you will surely 
get beyond your depth. 
This was the problem that con­ 
fronted South in today’s hand. He 
got up to four spades without 
any trouble. East then bid five 
diamonds, and South wanted to 
bid five spades. W hat stopped 
him wag the fear that an op­ 
ponent would then bid up to six 
diamonds, thus giving him the 
same problem all over again. 
South found a way to solve 
his problem, largely because he 
had complete faith in his expert 
partner. It was clear that the 
hand “belonged” to N orth and 
South, largely because East had 
started with a shutout bid, show­ 
ing a weak 
hand with great 
length in his own suit. Hence 
South could afford to pass, know­ 
ing that N orth would either bid 
or double on the assumption th at 
South’s pass was forcing. 
South’s 
faith 
was 
justified. 
North knew that he couldn’t pass 
five diamonds. Since he had fair­ 
ly balanced distribution. N orth 
doubled.
